gastrin-releasing peptide, glucagon, hemoglobin, hypothalmic releasing factors, 
interferon, katacalcin, motilin, neuropeptide Y, n e ur e t e nsin neurotensin , non-naturally 
occurring opioids, oxvtosi no xvtocin, papain, parathyroid hormone, p e ptid e s p rolactin, 
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soluble CD-4, somatomedin, somatostatin, somatostatin, somatotropin, superoxide 
dismutase, thyroid stimulating hormone, tissue plasminogen activator, trypsin, 
vasopressin, and analogues and fragments of such peptides.

597. (currently amended) The method of claim 4^1^ wherein the lipophilic moiety is selected 
from the group consisting of fatty acids, Ci-iealkyls^ and colesterol cholesterol . 

608. (currently amended) The method of claim 4^1^ wherein the hydrophilic moiety is 
selected from the group consisting of sugars or PEG1.7.
